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FOREWORD 

This  handbook  makes  readily  available  for  quick  and 
practical  use  the  essential  statistical  and  other  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  poultry  and  egg  industry.  The  aim 
has  been  to  include  the  latest  data  in  sufficient  detail 
to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  industry  with 
comparable  data  for  earlier  years. 

Data  as  to  imports  and  exports  were  compiled  from 
the  Monthly  Summary  of  Foreign  Commerce  and  from 
Trade  and  Navigation  of  the  United  States  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce, 
United  States  Department  of  Commerce.  Data  as  to 
standards  and  conversion  factors  were  taken  from 
trade  sources  and  official  publications.  Poultry  num- 
bers and  eggs  produced  in  foreign  countries  were  com- 
piled from  the  International  Yearbook  of  Agricultural 
Statistics.  All  tables  for  which  credit  is  not  otherwise 
given  were  computed  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.  Prices  were  mostly  compiled  from  other 
sources  as  indicated.

There  were 
4  samples  of  the  2-day-old  eggs  and  5  samples  of  the  storage  eggs.  The 
eggs  were  analyzed  from  1  to  11  days,  average  5  days,  from  date  of  ship- 
ment. 

The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  reports  that  eggs  are  a  good 
source  of  efficient  protein,  an  excellent  source  of  iron,  vitamin  A  and 
vitamin  G,  and  contain  small  amounts  of  vitamin  B  and  vitamin  D. 
The  vitamin  A  and  vitamin  D  content  depends  upon  the  amount  of 
these  factors  in  the  diet  of  the  hen.  Vitamins  A,  B,  and  D  are  found  in 
the  yolk,  while  vitamin  G  is  about  evenly  distributed  between  the  yolk 
and  the  white.

The  Grocer  Diary,  London,  p.  43  (1928)  contains  the  following  state- 
ment with  reference  to  methods  of  packing  eggs  in  the  principal  countries: 
"Most  European  eggs  are  packed  to  the  number  of  1,440  eggs,  equal  to 
12  great  hundreds  (of  120)  in  a  single  case,  with  the  exception  of  extras 
and  best  Italian,  of  which  1,380,  or  11 H  great  hundreds  go  to  such  cases; 
or  small  eggs  generally  take  1,620  (or  13^  great  hundreds)  and  1,680 
(14  great  hundreds)  to  fill  a  case.  Packing  of  foreign  eggs  is  as  follows: 
Russian  cases  contain  12  great  hundreds  (120)  and  flats  6  great  hundreds: 
Lithuanian  cases  contain  12  great  hundreds,  flats  6  great  hundreds,  and 
boxes  3  great  hundreds;  Polish  cases  contain  12  great  hundreds  and  flats 
6  great  hundreds;  Belgian  cases  contain  10  great  hundreds;  French  cases 
contain  12  great  hundreds;  Dutch  cases  contain  9  great  hundreds  or  10 
great  hundreds;  Danish  cases  contain  9  great  hundreds  or  8  great  hun- 
dreds; Argentina,  Australian,  and  South  African  boxes  contain  3  great 
hundreds;  Egypt  and  Morocco  cases  contain  12  great  hundreds."
